He also said Un ited States p o licy 
will n o t be affected by the chan g e in 
leadership in Tel Av iv , an d warn ed 
that failu re to reach a Middle East 
p eace settlemen t co u ld resu lt in an in ­ 
tern atio n al “disaster.” 
It was the stro n g est statemen t the 


Presiden t has made o n the Mideast 
sin ce the rig ht win g Liku d Party wo n 
a p lu rality in Israeli electio n s last 
week. 
LIKUD PARTY LEADER Men - 
ahem Beg in , who is ex p ected to be­ 
co me Israeli p rime min ister n ex t 
mo n th, rep eatedly has said Israel 
mu st keep all the o ccu p ied West Ban k 
o f the Jo rdan , which it cap tu red in the 
1967 Middle East war. 
The Labo r g o v ern men t which lo st 
p o wer in last w e^’s electio n had 


ag reed to Un ited Naticms Reso lu tio n 
242, which calls fo r retu rn o f the o ccu ­ 
p ied territo ries to the Arabs in retu rn 
fo r p eace. 
Carter’s remarks were in clu ded in a 
majo r fo reig n p o licy sp eech to the 
Un iv ersity (rf No tre Dame g radu atin g 
class. 
A SENIOR WHITE HOUSE aide 
said the p u rp o se o f the sp eech was to 
lay o u t the Presiden t’s basic v isio n o f 
America’s p o sitio n in a chan g in g 
wo rld an d “also to sen d so me mes­ 


sag es to so me fo reig n g o v ern men ts.” 
Asked if the Middle East referen ces 
were aimed at Beg in , the aide’s first 
resp o n se was “If y o u wish to say so .” 
Bu t he then backed o ff, n o tin g that 
Beg in do es n o t y et head a g o v ern men t 
an d at o n e p o in t said, “I wo u ldn ’t say 
its a sig n al to Beg in .” 
Carter said in the sp eech the frien d­ 
ship between Israel an d the Un ited 
States will n o t be chan g ed by “do mes­ 
tic p o litics” in either co u n try . 
“OUR OWN POLICY will n o t be af­ 


fected by chan g es in leadership in an y 
o f the co u n tries in the Midle East,” 
he said. “Therefo re, we ex p ect Israel 
an d her n eig hbo rs to co n tin u e to be 
bo u n d by U.N. Reso lu tio n s 242 an d 
338, which they hav e p rev io u sly ac­ 
cep ted.” 
Reso lu tio n 338 calls fo r Arab reco g ­ 
n itio n o f Israel’s rig ht to ex ist as a 
state. 
Carter said this may be the best 
time fo r a Middle East settlemen t 
sin ce the co n flict beg an an d warn ed, 


“To let this o i^rtu n ity p ass co u ld be 
disaster, n o t o n ly fo r the Middle East, 
bu t p erhap s fo r the in tern atio n al p o lit­ 
ical an d eco n o mic o rder.” 
IN HIS SPEECH, Carter also called 
fo r a chan g e in American fo reig n p o l­ 
icy , which he said is based o n an o u t­ 
dated wo rld situ atio n . 
Carter said that sin ce Wo rld War II, 
the Un ited States has help ed bu ild the 
Un ited Natio n s, the No rth Atlan tic 
Treaty Org an izatio n , the Wo rld Ban k

Mideast peace expected: Carter 


S O U T H B E N D . I n d . 
(UPI)—President Carter Sunday said 
the United States expects Israel to 
honor its agreements to withdraw 
from all occupied Arab territories in 
exchange for peace. 
He also said United States policy 
will not be affected by the change in 
leadership in Tel Aviv, and warned 
that failure to reach a Middle East 
peace settlement could result in an in­ 
ternational “disaster.” 
It was the strongest statement the 


President has made on the Mideast 
since the right wing Likud Party won 
a plurality in Israeli elections last 
week. 
LIKUD PARTY 
LEADER 
Men- 
ahem Begin, who is expected to be­ 
come Israeli prime minister 
next 
month, repeatedly 
has said Israel 
must keep all the occupied West Bank 
of the Jordan, which it captured in the 
1967 Middle East war. 
The Labor government which lost 
power in last week’s election had 


agreed to United Nations Resolution 
242, which calls for return of the occu­ 
pied territories to the Arabs in return 
for peace. 
Carter’s remarks were included in a 
major foreign policy speech to the 
University of Notre Dame graduating 
class. 
A SENIOR WHITE HOUSE aide 
said the purpose of the speech was to 
lay out the President’s basic vision of 
America's position in a changing 
world and “also to send some mes­ 


sages to some foreign governments.” 
Asked if the Middle East references 
were aimed at Begin, the aide’s first 
response was “If you wish to say so.” 
But he then backed off, noting that 
Begin does not yet head a government 
and at one point said, “I wouldn’t say 
its a signal to Begin.” 
Carter said in the speech the friend­ 
ship between Israel and the United 
States will not be changed by “domes­ 
tic politics” in either country. 
“OUR OWN POLICY will not be af­ 


fected by changes in leadership in any 
of the countries in the Midle East,” 
he said. “Therefore, we expect Israel 
and her neighbors to continue to be 
bound by U N. Resolutions 242 and 
338, which they have previously ac­ 
cepted.” 
Resolution 338 calls for Arab recog­ 
nition of Israel’s right to exist as a 
state. 
Carter said this may be the best 
time for a Middle East settlement 
since the conflict began and warned,

“To let this opportunity pass could be 
disaster, not only for the Middle East, 
but perhaps for the international polit­ 
ical and economic order.” 
IN HIS SPEECH, Carter also called 
for a change in American foreign pol­ 
icy, which he said is based on an out­ 
dated world situation. 
Carter said that since World War II, 
the United States has helped build the 
United Nations, the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, the World Bank

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2 new trustees 
balance board 
in yeas, nays

The faces may have changed, but 
the philosophical makeup of the Ar­ 
lington Heights Village Board appears 
to have remained intact despite the 
arrival of two new trustees. 
The problems and issues facing the 
board probably will be handled much 
the same as if Richard Durava and 
David Griffin had not left to make 
way for newly-elected trustees Martin 
Cawley and Ralph Clarbour. 
“It’s really ironic that we have al­ 
most the same makeup on the board.” 
said Griffin, w ho served with Du­ 
rava as a trustee for four years. 
“Ralph sort of replaces Dick and 
Marty sort of replaces me.” 


CAWLEY AND CLARBOUR agree 
with that assessment. 
Harbour said he follows a con­ 
servative philosophy, similar to Du- 
rava's, and Cawley calls himself 
“close philosophically” with Griffin, 
except for business rulings. “I'd tend 
to be more restrictive on them,” he 
said. 
Policies of the old board, often 
wrought with 5-4 and 6-3 votes, should 
be safe from reversal with the new 
board because Cawley and Clarbour 
figure to cancel each other’s vote. 


Clarbour said he expects to be on 
the losing end of major votes often, 
just as Durava usually was on such 
annual controversies as the village's 
participation in the U.S. Housing and 
Community 
Development 
program 
and the village’s financing of social 
service programs. 


THE VILLAGE’S acceptance of the 
f e d e r a l community development 
grants, totaling $453,000 in the past 
two years, and the program's require­ 
ment that the village file a housing 
assistance plan were the “main pro­ 
vocations” for Clarbour’s candidacy 
this spring. 
“My feelings on those things are 
that those monies should be spent 
where the problem really exists. 
You’re not going to correct a housing 
problem in the core area of Chicago 
by spending money 
in 
Arlington 
Heights,” he said. 
“We're not going to get enough 
money out of these to afford the attor­ 
neys’ fees. We are going to be sued by 
civil rights groups the minute Arling­ 
ton Heights spends the money,” Har­ 
bour said. 
CLARBOUR SAID he doesn’t expect 
the village to meet the goals of its

to continue 


Northwest suburban 
residents 
found little relief from the sizzling 
temperatures Sunday as the ther­ 
mometer melted the 90-degree 
mark for the seventh consecutive 
day, setting a new record for the 
month of May, National Weather 
Service officials said. 
The thermometer boiled up to 
the 93-degree level Sunday, break­ 
ing the old record for May of six 
consecutive 90-plus degree days 
set in 1962, a National Weather 
Service spokesman said. 
“We 
also 
predict that 
this 
month we’ll also set a new record 
for the number of 90 degree plus 
days,” he said. “We expect any­ 
where from eight to IO days of 90- 
degree temperature (in May).” 
This week’s weather probably 
will be very similar to last 
week’s. The high today is ex­ 
pected to reach “only” 87. 
But sizzling temperatures are 
expected to return Tuesday with 
the mercury expected to rise over

About 2.000 intrepid paddlers armed 
w ith lots of muscle turned out Sunday 
for the 20th annual Des Plaines River 
Canoe Race. 


With temperatures hovering around 
90 degrees for the seventh straight 
day, racers from throughout the Mid­ 
west dropped about 1.000 canoes into 
the river near Libertyville at 8 a.m. 


For some racers, however, it wasn't 
all “smooth sailing.” The river was 
too shallow in parts, forcing some ca­ 
noeists to portage their crafts. 


But with sheer strength and deter­ 
mination, 
the 
canoeists made 
it 
through the river's waters for 19 
miles to the end of the race near Dam 
No. 2 in Des Plaines. 


The race was sponsored by the Illi­ 
nois Paddling Council and the Cook 
and Lake County forest preserve dis­ 
tricts.

the air, hitting another student and 
capturing the attention of the class. 
Whispers, laughter and catcalls, 
some of them obscene, spread around 
the room. One boy knocks his desk 
into the girl in front of him. It causes 
a chain reaction down the row. 


ANOTHER BOY punches the stu­ 
dent next to him and grabs his books. 


It’s the Northwest suburban version 
of “Blackboard Jungle.” 
Teachers have long complained that 


education is taking a back seat to dis­ 
cipline in junior high schools. 
While there may be more serious 
concerns in junior high than kids 
throwing spitballs, punching other stu­ 
dents and flouting a teacher’s author­ 
ity, discipline proem s like these are 
constant, irritating and, often, serious 
obstacles to teachers teaching and 
kids learning. 


IN A RECENT survey by the Na­ 
tional Education Assn., a nationwide 
teachers union, teachers named class­ 


room disruption as one of their big­ 
gest problems. 
“It would be nice to be a teacher 
and just be able to teach. Unfortu­ 
nately, you have to stop and do a lot 
of disciplining," said Honey Saltzman, 
a teacher at Cooper Junior High in 
Buffalo Grove. 
Mrs. Saltzman said kids’ antics 
cause a lot of interruptions. They talk 
out of turn, pass notes, bother other 
students by poking them or writing on 
their back, leave their desks and wan­ 


der around. More serious problems 
are throwing things and talking back, 
she said. 
The teacher then has to take time 
out to quiet the disruptive child, tell 
him to sit down or to stop doing what­ 
ever is causing problems, all of which 
causes further disruption. 


T E A C H E R S ARE expected to 
handle these types of problems them­ 
selves. More serious cases are re­ 
ferred to the principal and, possibly, 
to a police counselor. 


And, although local teachers say 
they don’t fear walking the halls, as 
do many of their inner-city counter­ 
parts, suburban junior highs have 
their share of serious discipline prob­ 
lems and even violence.

54, said 
two junior high kids were charged 
last year with aggravated assault for 
threatening to beat a teacher with a

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
has called for mandatory state prison 
visits for all elementaiy school stu­ 
dents so they “know the feeling of los­ 
ing their freedom” before they com­ 
mit a crime. 


The prison visit plan was suggested 
by Judge Robert L. Sklodowski of 
Northbrook during a breakfast meet­ 
ing sponsored by State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, in 
Park Ridge. 
Sklodowski said the program should 
be for all students. He said that some 
parents might be upset over the idea 
of their children being exposed to con- 


ditions in state prisons, but added the 
visits should be mandatory. 
The judge’s comments came after a 
number of area residents complained 
that several segments of the court 
system are ineffective. 
He also suggested the prison visits 
might be required fíM* persons given 
supervision for commiting an offense 
and juveniles cwivicted of a crime. 
Sklodowski aiKi Assistairt State’s 
Atty. Bill Kunkle both said they are 
opposed to flat-time sentencing legis­ 
lation being considered in the Illinois 
General Assembly. 
Both men contended the determi- 
ment sentencing policy would strip 


judges of the ability to order a sen­ 
tence that would fit the crime. 


Hie legislation being considered 
would require judges to impose a cer­ 
tain sentence for a specific crime and 
eliminate the meting out of harsher or 
less severe punishments based on the 
facts of the case. 'The legislation also 
would block chances of early parole 
for those convicted.

Judge says all kids 
should visit prison 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
has called for mandatory state prison 
visits for all elementary school stu­ 
dents so they “know the feeling of los­ 
ing their freedom’* before they com­ 
mit a crime. 


The prison visit plan was suggested 
by Judge Robert L. Sklodowski of 
Northbrook during a breakfast meet­ 
ing sponsored by State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, in 
Park Ridge. 
Sklodowski said the program should 
be for all students. He said that some 
parents might be upset over the idea 
of their children being exposed to con­ 


ditions in state prisons, but added the 
visits should be mandatory. 
The judge’s comments came after a 
number of area residents complained 
that several segments of the court 
system are ineffective. 
He also suggested the prison visits 
might be required for persons given 
supervision for commiting an offense 
and juveniles convicted of a crime. 
Sklodowski and Assistant State’s 
Atty. Bill Kunkle both said they are 
opposed to flat-time sentencing legis­ 
lation being considered in the Illinois 
General Assembly. 
Both men contended the determi- 
ment sentencing policy would strip 


judges of the ability to order a sen­ 
tence that would fit the crime.

and threats usually give police consid­ 
erable advance warning before people 
assault or kiU relatives, friends or ac­ 
quaintances, two police studies con­ 
cluded Sunday. 
The studies by the Detroit and Kan­ 
sas City police departments indicated 
that police often had visited scenes 
where violence later occurred. In 
many cases there were advance 
threats. 
In Kansas City, for example, police 
were summoned to the scene at least 
once during the preceding two years 
in 85 per cent of the domestic assaults 
and homicides studied, and at least 
five times in half the cases. 
IN DETROIT, the report said, “ 53 
out of 90 homicides involving family 
members were preceded by threats.” 
’n » report, sponsored by the Police 


Foundation, said more research is 
needed to show how police answering 
disturbance calls can avert tragedy 
instead of considering their job done 
when they quiet a disturbance.

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Family killing predictable: study 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)—Quarrels 
and threats usually give police consid­ 
erable advance warning before people 
assault or kill relatives, friends or ac­ 
quaintances, two police studies con­ 
cluded Sunday. 
The studies by the Detroit and Kan­ 
sas City police departments indicated 
that police often had visited scenes 
where violence later occurred. In 
many cases there were advance 
threats. 
In Kansas City, for example, police 
were summoned to the scene at least 
once during the preceding two years 
in 85 per cent of the domestic assaults 
and homicides studied, and at least 
five times in half the cases. 
IN DETROIT, the report said, “53 
out of 90 homicides involving family 
members were preceded by threats.** 
The report, sponsored by the Police 


Foundation, said more research is 
needed to show how police answering 
disturbance calls can avert tragedy 
instead of considering their job done 
when they quiet a disturbance. 
The foundation, a nonprofit in­ 
stitution seeking improvement in po­ 
lice work, said “a conflict inter­ 
vention training program that in­ 
corporates this knowledge should be 
developed for police departments.** 
THE REPORT SAID there are 
more cases than is commonly be­ 
lieved where “husbands kill unfaithful 
wives; friends kill friends who don’t 
pay bets; sons kill fathers who come 
home drunk and beat their wives.”

‘Orientation’ flight ends

Concorde opponents slow traffic 


Opponents of the Concorde supersonic transport landing at New 
York's Kennedy airport Sunday drove at a snail's pace around the 
airport’s access roads in a protest designed to snarl airport traffic. 
The first protest cars arrived on schedule at 4 p.m. A double 
column of cars inched along the two-lane access road and pre­ 
vented other vehicles from passing. Authorities used at least five 
helicopters, hovering overhead at low altitude, to keep track of the 
procession as it snaked past airline terminals on the four-mile 
roadway stopping at every stop sign and stop light. 
Many of the cars in the motorcade had their horns blaring and 
their lights flashing, while others carried signs which read: “Stop 
The SST.” The demonstration was led by Brian Levinson, head of 
Concorde Alert, one of the groups sponsoring the protest. Police 
and airport authorities planned to keep traffic moving briskly with 
the aid of a small fleet of tow trucks.

‘Orientation’ flight ends 
in tragedy with one killed 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A Civil Air 
Patrol plane lifted off from a small 
airport in Queens County Sunday 
morning to give young cadets an “ori­ 
entation” flight and moments later 
crashed into a two-family house, kill­ 
ing one cadet and injuring the woman 
pilot and two other cadets aboard. 
None of the victims was identified 
pending notification of next of kin. 
The house was believed to be empty 
at the time of the crash. 
Hospital officials said the pilot was 
in critical condition at Flushing Hospi­ 
tal with multiple fractures. The two 
cadets were in guarded condition at 
Booth Memorial Hospital. 


THE CADET who was killed was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
Officials said the one-engine Cessna 
172 had taken off from Flushing Air­ 
port at IO a.m. EDT and went down 
moments later, hitting the top floor of 
a two-story house in the Flushing sec­ 
tion of Queens County. The crash 
caused a fire which was quickly put 
out by firemen. 
Official^ >|iid the house is about a 
mile southeast of the airport, located 
near Flushing Bay directly across 
from LaGuardia Airport. 
Cindy Clear, 22, who lives directly 
across from the house, said, "I was 
lying in bed and heard a big bang. I 


looked outside and saw a plane stick­ 
ing out from the roof of the house 
across the street.” 
“ I was pretty scared, I was shak­ 
ing. People were coming around to 
tell us to get out of the house because 
sparks might have started a fire.” 
MISS CLEAR said, "One man push­ 
ed his way out of the plane and fell on 
to the grass. The plane then exploded 
and there was a big fire. 
“ The wings fell onto the ground and 
the rest of the plane was demo­ 
lished.” 
Mrs. Maria Caputo, who also lives 
across the street from the crash said, 
"The part of the plane where the pilot 
was was inside the house. There were 
a lot of flames and I saw them take 
one body away.” 
Flushing Airport manager Clifford 
Rice said the plane “ had just taken 
off on a training flight.” 
RICE SAID the airport, which han­ 
dles light aircraft, immediately sus­ 
pended operations for several hours. 
Leroy Molini, a major in the Civil 
Air Patrol, said the plane "was taking 
the kids on an orientation flight in the 
local area to show them how the air­ 
craft operates, to familiarize them 
with the patrol.” 
Investigators 
from 
the 
Federal 
Aviation Administration and the Na­ 
tional Transportation Safety Board 
immediately began an investigation. 
Police said the house contained a 
dentist’s office on the ground floor 
and an apartment above which had 
been rented but the tenants had not 
moved in yet. If there had been any 
occupants in the home at the time, 
they left before police arrived. 
The Civil Air Patrol is a govern­ 
ment-sponsored organization of pilots 
who use light planes to conduct 
searches and rescues for missing air­ 
craft and assist in other emergencies.

With the price of 
coffee, stamps and everjlhing else ris- 
in g s t e a d i l y , Kay’s customers 
evidently have learned to ride with 
the inflationär}' tide 
"T H EY C0MPL.\1NED a lot when 
it first went to 20 cents,” he said. But 
no more.

1976, the Illinois Com­ 
merce Commission approved a rate 
increase of a dime to 20 cents. 
"W e believe that the customers who 
use the pay phone-ser\ice should bear 
the cost,” said Memy M iller, Illinois 
Bell public relations representative. 


SHE S.\ID THE cost of providing 
pay phone service has risen with in­ 
flation, and with the increased cost of 
replacing damaged equipment. 
"It was because of maintenance 
costs due to vandalism. The cost of 
the piece of equipment alone has 
more than quadrupled in the pa.st 25 
years,” she said.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today w ill send Congress an 
environmental message calling for 
stricter enforcement of existing air 
and water pollution controls, estab­ 
lishment of new wilderness areas and 
an attack (Wi chemical discharges. 
The message does not propose any 
massive new spending programs, but 
stresses better management, adminis­ 
tration sources said Sunday.

IN THE FIRST environmental mes­ 
sage sent to Congress by a president 
since 1973, Carter follows up on many

He says the primary need is not for 
new legislation but for "sensitive ad­ 
ministration and energetic enforce­ 
ment” of existing laws. 


Carter backs strict enforcement of 
existing water and air pollution laws, 
despite a move in Congress to relax 
them.

• Supports Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers regulations requiring permits to 
dredge or fill wetlands.

Plaines and Park Ridge, and each of 
these phones still takes IO cents for 
local calls. 
Wayne Ray manages a Shell station 
on the expensive side of this invisible 
shoreline, on the northwest comer of 
Rand and Central roads in Mount 
Prospect. On three sides of him are 
shopping centers and restaurants, 
each with its own 10-cent pay phone. 
Hay said his customers complain 
about his 20-cent pay phone but not 
enough to bother crossing the street to 
a cheaper phone. With the price of 
coffee, stamps and everything else ris- 
in g s t e a d i l y , Kay’s customers 
evidently have learned to ride with 
the inflationary tide. 
“THEY COMPLAINED a lot when 
it first went to 20 cents,” he said. But 
no more.

Those on the other side of the street 
with the low-cost phone booths say 
people didn't flock to their booths 
after Bell raised its charge. 
In 1951, Illinois Bell took the big 
step fro mcharging a nickel to a 
dime for a cwn-phone call. Then on 
February IO, 1976, the Illinois Com­ 
merce Commission approved a rate 
increase of a dime to 20 cents. 
“We believe that the customers who 
use the pay phone-service should bear 
the cost.” said Memy Miller, Illinois 
Bell public relations representative. 
SHE SAID THE cost of providing 
pay phone service has risen with in­ 
flation. and with the increased cost of 
replacing damaged equipment. 
“It was because of maintenance 
costs due to vandalism. The cost of 
the piece of equipment alone has 
more than quadrupled in the past 25 
years,” she said. 
Mrs. Miller said although the cost of 
vandalism is going up, the number of 
incidents is declining. Modern pay 
phones are harder to rob, she said. 
“The latest coin box locks have kept 
us one step ahead of the rip-off art­ 
ist,*1 she said. 
MARTIN BROWN. Centel public re­ 
lations officer, said, “Our rate struc­ 
ture for our basic package is some­ 
what different than Illinois Bell’s be­ 
cause we are dealing with different 
costs factors.” 
“It’s a very complex economic pic­ 
ture,” he said. 
Brown said part of the reason why 
Centel rates for coin calls has stayed 
down is because the vandalism rate 
has been fairly low. 
“MANY OF OCR phones are in lo­ 
cations that can be seen,” he said, 
such as in hotels and restaurants. 
“If you were in an area that had a 
great deal of vandalism, then your 
costs would go up,” he said. He said 
Centers new phones also are more 
vandal-proof. 
And Brown's happy to say “We 
have no rate increases in the offing.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today will send Congress an 
environmental message calling for 
stricter enforcement of existing air 
and water pollution controls, estab­ 
lishment of new wilderness areas and 
an attack on chemical discharges. 
The message does not propose any 
massive new spending programs, but 
stresses better management, adminis­ 
tration sources said Sunday. 
Carter outlines in his 37-page mes­ 
sage what he calls “the most far­ 
reaching environmental program ever 
put forward by any administration.” 
IN THE FIRST environmental mes­ 
sage sent to Congress by a president 
since 1973, Carter follows up on many 
of his campaign promises to environ­ 
mentalists, who were among his 
strongest supporters. 
He says the primary need is not for 
new legislation but for “sensitive ad­ 
ministration and energetic enforce­ 
ment” of existing laws. 
Carter backs strict enforcement of 
existing water and air pollution laws, 
despite a move in Congress to relax 
them. He says he will force the Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency to regu­ 
late cancer-causing substances in 
drinking water — something that has 
been required by law since 1974. 
In the message. Carter also: 
• Tells the EPA to develop stan­ 
dards requiring industry' to use the 
best technology available to clean up 
chemical discharges by 1983, a pro­ 
gram that will cost industry millions 
of dollars. 
• Proposes legislation to have EPA 
r e g u l a t e the 1.400 chemical in­ 
gredients of pesticides. 
• Stops short of endorsing a nation­ 
al beverage container deposit law. but 
asks the EPA for a recommendation 
within six months on that and related 
issues. 
• Supports Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers regulations requiring permits to 
dredge or fill wetlands. Executive or­ 
ders will bar federal agencies from 
supporting any development in wet-

During the next 
five years, the government will spend 
$50 million to buy wetlands, which 
have been disappearing at the rate of 
300,000 acres per year. 
• Calls for new restrictions on leas­ 


ing federal lands for hardrock mining, 
coal and offshore oil development. 
• Proposes designating nine new 
wilderness areas encompassing more 
than 24 million acres, eight new scen­ 
ic rivers and three new scenic trails. 


• Proposes to protect from devel­ 
opment areas that support endanger­ 
ed species and says federal projects 
such as dams that pose a serious 
threat to endangered species should 
be “reassessed.”

Tru e, I am here today , bu t I owe 
my life to God, to the dedicated pro­ 
fessional training of my paramedics 
and to their immediate response to 
my home. As a point of information, I 
hav e to demand and continu ally insist 
that ou r firemen continu e their para­ 
medical training, that they maintain 
their state certification and that they 
continu ally attend their monthly re­ 
v iews and maintain their clinical time 
at the hospitals inv olv ed in ou r para­ 
medic sy stem. 
The city administration mu st be 
continu ally informed of the need to 
continu ally u pdate telemetry equ ip­ 
ment, prov ide the money for the ov er­ 
time compensation to send the men to 
school to continu e their medical train­ 
ing, appraised of the manpower 
neeeded to man ou r apparatu s and 
the life ex pectancy of ou r ambu lances 
and apparatu s. 
YES, I WAS concerned abou t the 
threat of the men not responding to 
calls. Any fire chief worth his salt 
wou ld be concerned abou t the safety 
of his commu nity . Yet I felt it was not 
my du ty to ov er alarm them at that 
time. I cancelled all v acation and 
holiday leav es so that a fu ll com­ 
plement of men wou ld be on du ty at 
all times in order to handle all ambu ­ 
lance and small fire calls. 
As to the stru ctu ral fires that might 
hav e occu rred, I know my personnel. 
They are dedicated, compassionate, 
concerned family men \riio enjoy per­ 
forming the serv ice that they hav e 
been trained to do for the citizens of 
ou r city . They wou ld hav e responded 
to all fire emergencies in fu ll force. 
My confid« ice in my men is su ch that 
I wou ld hav e pu t my life on the line 
that all of my men wou ld hav e re­ 
sponded to any fire emergency . 
I hav e been associated with these 
men for many y ears, and I hav e a 
great confidence and great rapport 
with my men. They hav e nev er failed 
to do any thing that I hav e asked of 
them, both du ring an anergency or 
on a personal basis. 
If my statement u pset y ou or tiie 
rest of ou r citizens, I apologize, bu t I 
am mu ch closer to the situ ation, and I 
felt the firemen and the city cou ncO 
cou ld settle their problems v ery eas­ 
ily .

HAR VARD DOESN’T find the 
needling too fu nny . Asked for a re­ 
sponse to Mr. Wood’s statement, Har­ 
v ard dean John Fox sniffed: “Well, 
that’s ju st nothing I cou ld react to at 
all. I like to think I hav e a sense of 
hu mor, bu t I still like to talk sense, 
and I’m not capable of talking sense 
on that su bject.” 
Now, Sou thern schools are making 
u p for lost time. The Univ ersity of 
Georgia clearly has the most alu mni 
in Mr. Carter’s inner circle, inclu ding 
a d v i s e r s Hamilton Jordan and 
Charles Kirbo, cou nsel Robert Lip- 
shu tz, Cabinet secretary Jack Watson, 
depu ty press secretary Rex Granu m, 
and a host o i other ambassadors, spe­ 
cial assistants, and the like.

First Lady Rosaly nn Carter serv ed as 
honorary ov erseer of the u niv ersity ’s

botanical gardens. And Mr. Carter, 
while still gov ernor of Georgia, helped 
finance recwistru ction of a giant 
grou nd sloth’s skeleton, which now 
greets passersby in the school’s grad­ 
u ate stu dies department. 
Atlanta’s Emory Univ ersity has a 
few ties with the Carter clan it wou ld 
rather forget. 
The 
u niv ersity ’s 
secu rity 
force 
towed away then-gov ernor Carter’s 
car du ring a campu s v isit. And, to 
make matters worse, the school 
flu nked ou t his brother, Billy Carter. 
Bu t apparently there hav e been no 
hard feelings. Emory alu mni in top 
administration posts inclu de press 
secretary Jody Powell, Office of Man­ 
agement and Bu dget director Bert 
Lance, and health affairs adv iser Dr. 
Peter Bou rne. 
Georgia Institu te of Technology 
cou nts the President himself among 
its alu mni, ev en thou gh he attended 
there bu t a single y ear before trans­ 
ferring to the U.S. Nav al Academy at 
Annapolis, Mary land. Mr. Carter, too, 
considers himself a “rambling wreck 
from G e« ^a Tech” — as he prov ed 
while swearing in Harold Brown as 
Secretary of Defense. 


DEPARTING FROM the seriou s­ 
ness of the ceremony , the President 
said of Mr. Brown, “He has ju st 
recently been a president of one of the 
finest technical schools in the cou ntry 
— I gu ess, second only to Georgia 
Tech — the California Institu te of 
Technology .” 
Other Sou thern schools claim a 
sprinkling of Carter appointees. Attor­ 
ney General Griffin Bell gradu ated 
from Mercer Univ ersity in Macon, 
Georgia. Commerce Secretary Ju an­ 
ita Kreps earned degrees at Ken­ 
tu cky ’s Berea CoUege and Du ke Uni­ 
v ersity in North Carolina. Secretary 
of Labor F. Ray Marshall Is an 
alu mnu s of Mississippi’s Millsaps Col­ 
lege and Lou isiana State Univ ersity . 
There is a seriou s point to be made 
from all the Sou thern alu mni in Wash­ 
ington, according to presidential ad­ 
v iser Charles Kirbo. 
“This giv es Sou thern schools an ou t­ 
let to demonstrate the dev elopment 
that’s beai taking place ov er the past 
10 or 15 y ears,” say s Mr. Kirbo.

The nation gained two new 
intelligent, articulate public ser­ 
vants when former United Auto 
Workers Pres. Leonard Wood­ 
cock and Yale University Pres. 
K i n g m a n Brewster accepted 
diplomatic assignments in the 
Carter Administration.

In answer to Diane Peterson’s letter 
that appeared in the Fence Post on 
Monday, May 9: 
True, I am here today, but I owe 
my life to God, to the dedicated pro­ 
fessional training of my paramedics 
and to their immediate response to 
my home. As a point of information, I 
have to demand and continually insist 
that our firemen continue their para­ 
medical training, that they maintain 
their state certification and that they 
continually attend their monthly re­ 
views and maintain their clinical time 
at the hospitals involved in our para­ 
medic system. 
The city administration must be 
continually informed of the need to 
continually update telemetry equip­ 
ment, provide the money for the over­ 
time compensation to send the men to 
school to continue their medical train­ 
ing, 
appraised of the manpower 
neeeded to man our apparatus and 
the life expectancy of our ambulances 
and apparatus. 
YES, I WAS concerned about the 
threat of the men not responding to 
calls. Any fire chief worth his salt 
would be concerned about the safety 
of his community. Yet I felt it was not 
my duty to over alarm them at that 
time. I cancelled all vacation and 
holiday leaves so that a full com­ 
plement of men would be on duty at 
all times in order to handle all ambu­ 
lance and small fire calls. 
As to the structural fires that might 
have occurred. I know my personnel. 
They are dedicated, compassionate, 
concerned family men who enjoy per­ 
forming the service that they have 
been trained to do for the citizens (rf 
our city. They would have responded 
to all fire emergencies in full force. 
My confidence in my men is such that 
I would have put my life on the line 
that all of my men would have re­ 
sponded to any fire emergency. 
I have been associated with these 
men for many years, and I have a 
great confidence and great rapport 
with my men. They have never failed 
to do anything that I have asked of 
them, both during an emergency or 
on a personal basis. 
If my statement upset you or the 
rest of our citizens, I apologize, but I 
am much closer to the situation, and I 
felt the firemen and the city council 
could settle their problems very eas­ 
ily.

The South: new power elite

The surest route to Washington’s 
corridors (rf power used to be through 
the halls of Harvard. But Jimmy Car­ 
ter has given the path a Southern 
twist. 
The Carter administration — to a 
degree unparalleled in U.S. history — 
abounds with alumni of Southern col­ 
leges and universities. And these 
schools are clearly basking in their 
newfound status. 
“Harvard just took it for granted it 
would always supply the think-tank 
guys, the ambassadors, advisers, and 
all that,” crows University of Georgia 
spokesman Barry Wood. Summoning 
up his thickest mock-Southern accent, 
he adds, “Well, it gist ain’t so no 
mo.* ** 
H A R V A R D DOESNT find the 
needling too funny. Asked for a re­ 
sponse to Mr. Wood’s statement. Har­ 
vard dean John Fox sniffed: “Well, 
that’s just nothing I could react to at 
all. I like to think I have a sense of 
humor, but I still like to talk sense, 
and I’m not capable of talking sense 
on that subject.” 
Now, Southern schools are making 
up for lost time. The University of 
Georgia clearly has the most alumni 
in Mr. Carter’s inner circle, including 
a d v i s e r s Hamilton Jordan and 
Charles Kirbo, counsel Robert Lip- 
shutz, Cabinet secretary Jack Watson, 
deputy press secretary Rex Gran urn, 
and a host of other ambassadors, spe­ 
cial assistants, and the like. Even 
Amy Carter’s appointments secretary 
— Rick Hutto — is a University of 
Georgia alumnus. 
ONE OF THE Presidents* sons, 
Jack Carter, received his law degree 
there, and the other two sons attended 
the institution but did not graduate. 
First Lady Rosalynn Carter served as 
honorary overseer of the university’s 


botanical gardens. And Mr. Carter, 
while still governor of Georgia, helped 
finance reconstruction of a giant 
ground sloth’s skeleton, which now 
greets passersby in the school’s grad­ 
uate studies department. 
Atlanta’s Emory University has a 
few ties with the Carter clan it would 
rather forget. 
The 
university’s 
security 
force 
towed away then-governor Carter’s 
car during a campus visit. And, to 
make matters worse, the school 
flunked out his brother, Billy Carter. 
But apparently there have been no 
hard feelings. Emory alumni in top 
administration posts include press 
secretary Jody Powell, Office of Man­ 
agement and Budget director Bert 
Lance, and health affairs adviser Dr. 
Peter Bourne. 
Georgia Institute of Technology 
counts the President himself among 
its alumni, even though he attended 
there but a single year before trans­ 
ferring to the U.S. Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, Maryland. Mr. Carter, too, 
considers himself a “rambling wreck 
from Georgia Tech” — as he proved 
while swearing in Harold Brown as 
Secretary of Defense. 


DEPARTING FROM the serious­ 
ness of the ceremony, the President 
said of Mr. Brown, “He has just 
recently been a president of one of the 
finest technical schools in the country 
— I guess, second only to Georgia 
Tech — the California Institute of 
Technology.” 
Other Southern schools claim a 
sprinkling of Carter appointees. Attor­ 
ney General Griffin Bell graduated 
from Mercer University in Macon, 
Georgia. Commerce Secretary Juan­ 
ita Kreps earned degrees at Ken­ 
tucky’s Berea College and Duke Uni­ 
versity in North Carolina. Secretary 
of Labor F. Ray Marshall Is an 
alumnus of Mississippi’s Millsaps Col­ 
lege and Louisiana State University. 
There is a serious point to be made 
from all the Southern alumni in Wash­ 
ington, according to presidential ad­ 
viser Charles Kirbo. 
“This gives Southern schools an out­ 
let to demonstrate the development 
that’s been taking place over the past 
IO or 15 years,” says Mr. Kirbo. 
Part of this new-found confidence is 
due to the example being set by Mr.

Or to p ut it another way , he works 
two hours and 42 minutes in an eig ht-hour day fw the tax collec- 
tiM". Tax es are the larg est sing le item in the averag e budg et, fol­ 
lowed by housing and household op erations, which require 9 0 min­ 
utes of a day 's work.

Americans made more mistakes on their 1978 Income tax es and 
many filed at the last minute. But they will be g etting a record 
averag e tax return, the Internal Revenue Service said. The IRS 
said tax p ay ers made considerable more mistakes on 1976 returns, 
p articularly on the short form 1040A. Officials said the 19 76 Tax 
Reform Act required users for the first time to fig ure out their 
tax es mathematically . The IRS also rep orted fifteen out of every 
100 U.S. tax p ay ers waited until the last week before the Ap ril 15 
deadline to maU their income tax returns. On the g ood news side, 
Americans will receive record refunds this y ear — an a\erag e 
$444.39 so far comp ared with $417.26 at the same time last y ear. 
Last y ear's over-all averag e refund was $426 .41 — the hig hest up 
to that time. More p ersons authorized a dollar for the p residential 
camp aig n fund — some $22.4 million — than they did last y ear 
when the 1976 camp aig n was In full swing . As of Ap ril 22, the IRS 
p rocessed nearly 79 million returns, a sp okesman said.

EVEN THE SOMBER lessons from 
the recent well blowout in the field 
may be valuable in the long run, Rob­ 
erts said. The cause of the blowout, he 
said, may take some time to analy ze 
satisfactorily . 
Roberts said he p ersonally believes, 
and other p etroleum eng ineers ag ree 
with him, that the North Atlantic is 
much more likely to y ield substantial 
amounts of g as than oil.

A congressional study, made public Sunday by Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, sharply criticizes the government for failing to make 
sure American corporations and citizens comply with economic 
sanctions against Rhodesia. “The record is clear that the United 
States has not been living up to its public commitments on enforc­ 
ing sanctions against Rhodesia,” Kennedy said. The Massachu­ 
setts Democrat urged President Carter, as part of his human 
rights policy, to implement full trade sanctions against the white 
minority government. 


Sex, age not linked lo car crashes 


Statistics show there is no reason why men less than 25 years of 
age should pay 60 to 80 per cent more than women for car insur­ 
ance, according to a researcher. What students study probably has 
more effect on their driving behavior than whether they’re man or 
woman, says Walter Ziemba, a graduate student at Southern Con­ 
necticut State College. For his master's thesis, “College Students 
and Automobile Accidents,” Ziemba studied the driving habits of 
336 college students, half men and half women, for two years. The 
study showed age and sex “are not related to significant differ­ 
ences in automobile accident involvement,” he said. Ziemba said 
he discovered juniors and seniors majoring in psychology, sociolo­ 
gy, social work and special education were in the “high” accident 
group. Students majoring in English, speech and social studies 
were in the “low” accident group, he said. 


Toil work one-third year for taxes 


It takes more than a third of a year for the average worker to 
pay all federal, state and local taxes, according to the Tax Foun­ 
dation. The foundation estimates that a worker’s earnings from 
Jan. I to May 4 go for taxes. Or to put it another way, he works 
two hours and 42 minutes in an eight-hour day for the tax collec­ 
tor. Taxes are the largest single item In the average budget, fol­ 
lowed by housing and household operations, which require 90 min­ 
utes of a day’s work. 


More mistakes on lax forms: IRS 


Americans made more mistakes on their 1976 income taxes and 
many filed at the last minute. But they will be getting a record 
average tax return, the Internal Revenue Service said. The IRS 
said taxpayers made considerable more mistakes on 1976 returns, 
particularly on the short form 1040A. Officials said the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act required users for the first time to figure out their 
taxes mathematically. The IRS also reported fifteen out of every 
IOO U S. taxpayers waited until the last week before the April 1*5 
deadline to mail their income tax returns. On the good news side 
Americans will receive record refunds this year — an average 
*444 39 so far compared with $417.26 at the same time last year. 
Last year's over-all average refund was $426.41 — the highest up 
to that time. More persons authorized a dollar for the presidential 
campaign fund — some $22.4 million — than they did last year 
when the 1976 campaign was In full swing. As of April 22, the IRS 
processed nearly 79 million returns, a spokesman said.

The na ture of being 12-or 13 -y ea rs- 
old ma kes junior high students some­ 
wha t a t loose ends, sa id South Princi­ 
pa l Phillip Worland. 
“ They ’re going through a period 
where they ’re neither fish nor fowl. 
They ’re full of energy and cha nge a s 
fa st a s the wea ther,” he sa id. 
The mov e from gra de school to ju­ 
nior high corresponds with a whole 
ra f t of phy sica l and emotiona l 
cha nges tha t ma ke ev ery child a dis­ 
cipline problem of some sort a s he 
feels his wa y into ma turity . It’s a 
time for a child to try out his wings. 
Tea chers and pa rents ma y wa nt to 
help but “ they need to ha ndle things 
ex tremely ca refully so the child 
doesn’t feel he ca n’t ha ndle things on 
his own. Kids wa nt limits and direc­ 
tion, but it’s importa nt the wa y tha t 
direction is giv en.” 
Mrs. Peretz sa id junior high kids 
a re v ery insecure and consta ntly wor­ 
ry a bout friendships, gra des and fa mi­ 
ly *Belonging to a ^oup is of the ut­ 
most importa nce, she sa id. In p^t, 
the group offers protection. Horsing 
a round and ga ining a ttention in an­ 
noy ing wa y s in cla ss often is a mea ns 
of getting into a group. 
The “ ha rd core” repea t discipline 


problems a re students who ca n’t get 
a ttention a ny other wa y tha n by a ct­ 
ing up, Mrs. Peretz sa id. “ This Is 
their wa y of sa y ing, ‘Hey , look a t 
me.’ ” 
Although counselors a re importa nt 
in helping tea chers ha ndle serious dis­ 
cipline problems, they a re equa lly im­ 
porta nt a s an older and wiser friend 
to the a v era ge child. 
“ You don’t rea lize how despera tely 
these kids need someone to ta lk to 
who isn’t going to judge them or 
gra de them and doesn’t liv e with 
them,” she sa id. 
About 50 per cent of the students 
who come to see Mrs. Peretz ta lk 
a bout problems with their friends or 
fa mily . 
Counselors wa nt to work with pa r­ 
ents, and ca n often serv e a s a bridge 
between child and pa rent to. work 
problems out. 
Ms. Thoma s sa id pa rents ca ll her to 
find out wha t’s bothering their child 
or to a sk how to ha ndle a fa mily prob­ 
lem. 
“ Communica tion is the most impcwr- 
ta nt thing to work on,” she sa id. “ You 
ha v e to work on building up a mutua l 
trust in a rela tionship with kids. Pa r­ 
ents should sit down with a child and 
a sk wha t ha pp« ied tha t da y . If he 
doesn’t tell y ou, don’t ^ hurt. Just 
prov ide communica tion time.” 
Tea chers and counselors receiv e 
some tra ining on ha ndling the a <tol^- 
cent, the pa rent gets ex perience in 
coping with a junior high child only 
when his own child turns 12-y ea rs-old. 
Tha t ma kes it difficult for the schwl 
to work with pa rents on beha v ior 
problems. 
“ When women a re pregna nt they 
ta ke prena ta l ca re courses, La ma ze, 
and they rea d a ll kinds of ba by books, 
but then it ends,” Mrs. Peretz sa id.

ruler. 
That case went to juvenile court, he 
said, although he and the principals 
attempt to settle problems in school. 
ONE OF THE biggest problems is 
harassment and intimidation, Hogy 
said. 
“Kids will pick on a lone child 
who’s shy and withdrawn. We see this 
more so in girls than ever before. 
They even draw blood on each other.’* 
Hogy's theory is that girls no longer 
view themselves as “dainty little 
ladies. They’re taking a more equal 
role in society and feel they can take 
care of a beef with their own hands.” 
Hogy and other school officials say 
drug use has decreased at the junior 
high level, as it has in high school. 
Occasional problems from marijuana 
to LSD, however, still are reported. 
“DRUGS REACHED a peak a 
couple of years ago,” said Ken Cio- 
zek, assistant principal at Addams Ju­ 
nior High in Schaumburg. 
“That’s kind of going away. Kids 
are now more into alcohol. Three or 
four years ago we had a few OD’s 
(kids overdosing on drugs), but now 
it’s very rare,” Ciozek said. 
Hogy said that students are showing 
great disapproval of drugs. He said he 
gets a lot of information on who’s into 
drugs from other kids “who don’t 
want this garbage.” 
Another common problem is smok­ 
ing in the washrooms. Some schools 
have stationed supervisors in wash­ 
rooms at lunch and have teachers 
check washrooms at other times to 
cut down on the problem. 
“ONE MOTHER told me her daugh­ 
ter didn’t even want to go into the 
bathroom last year,” said Meme Cac- 
chione, a lunchroom supervisor at 
London Junior High in Wheeling. 
Theft is another common problem 
plaguing junior highs. Kids are care­ 
less and 
tell 
their 
locker com­ 
binations, or leave things around that 
other kids don’t seem able to resist. 
Some principals, however, say theft 
is not as widespread as some kids 
would like their parents to believe. 
They say kids would rather tell par­ 
ents their $20 pair of tennis shoes was 
stolen than admit they lost the shoes. 
Problems like stealing, fighting and 
intimidation affect students’ behavior 
and add to the discipline problems in 
the classroom. 
WHEN STUDENTS AT London Ju­ 
nior High last year were asked to list 
common discipline problems, smoking 
in the washrooms, stealing from lock­ 
ers and vandalism were high on the 
lists. But so were talking back to 
teachers, disturbing classes, too much 
freedom in class, grouping classes so 
troublemakei's won’t all be in the 
same class, disrespect to all and poor 
teacher discipline. 
A major complaint of both teachers 
and principals is the lack of respect 
for authority at the junior high level. 
Sometimes the only person who Im* 
presses a student is the principal. 
“There’s a kind of disregard for au-

A junior high school boy knocks on 
the counselor’s door and pops his 
head in the office. 
“You

The door closes. The counselor 
sighs. “There's a loc of intimidation in 
junior high.” 
Twelve-year-old Brad brings home 
a detention slip that indicates he has 
been caught smoking In his junior 
high school’s washroom. 
“You used to be such a good kid,” 
his father says to him. “What’s the 
matter with you?” 
Being a junior high student is no 
piece of cake. 
Your body is changing, your emo­ 
tions are up one minute and down the 
next. You’re too young to be indepen­ 
dent but too old to rely on your par­ 
ents. You aren’t sure how you’re sup­ 
posed to act or what you’re supposed 
to do. You feel like you’re in limbo. 
Y o u r parents, meanwhile, are 
wringing their hands over your sud­ 
den behavior changes. The angel that 
used to confide everything in Mom is 
now secretive and often disrespectful. 
Should they talk to you or leave you 
alone? They’re in limbo too. 
This is the age when both kids and 
parents turn to the schools for help. 
Junior high kids are just as crazy in 
class as they are at home, but teach­ 
ers have had more practice and can 
usually take it better. 
Smoking in the washroom, causing 
trouble in class, beating up other kids, 
cutting school — teachers have seen it 
all. 
So rather than wield the paddle for 
every offense, teachers today are 


looking for the reasons behind dis­ 
ruptive classroom behavior that often 
makes teaching the pre-teen student 
impossible. 
The first step is recognizing that 
discipline goes hand-in-hand with jun­ 
ior high education.

“Whatever kids can get away with 
at home, they think they can get away 
with at school. If parents tolerate cer­ 
tain behavior at home, I don't see how 
the school is going to change it. We’re 
putting too much responsibility on the 
school if we ask them to do that too,” 
Still, kids are in school a large part 
of their day and educators accept dis­ 
cipline as a part of their job. Most 
agree the attitude of a teacher can 
make a difference in a student's be­ 
havior. 


“SOME KIDS ARE real trouble­ 
makers, but when they go into certain 
classes they won’t make any trouble 
at all,” said Mary Cassidy, a sixth 
grader at Grove. “The teachers are 
harder so the kids are afraid. It's bet­

Way cinden Park, a neigh borh ood in 
Des Plaines, lies q uietly between Al­ 
gonq uin Road and Dempster Street, 
from Mount Prospect Road to as near 
to Route 83 as residences get. 
It is ch aracterized by a fierce com­ 
munity loy alty , a small town flavor 
and a neigh borh ood pride th at is un­ 
derscored by th e Way cinden Park 
Home Owners Association and th e 
Way cinden Park W'oman’s Club, a 
flourish ing group of determined wom­ 
en wh o accwnplish minor miracles. 
Miracles like fash ion sh ows for 650 
people. Or raising $3,000 a y ear for 
th e fun of giving it away . 
But back to its h umble beginnings 
th at cold November afternoon in 1960. 
Doroth y Westman, th en a new resi­ 
dent, h ad tried h er best to round up a 
good number of neigh borh ood women. 
Sh e h ad spread th e word of h er meet­ 
ing, h ad made sure member Jean 
Kolba publish ed it in h er Way cinden 
Wanderings column in th e local pa- 
p e r . Th e results were so dis­ 
appointing. Only eigh t women sh owed 
up. 
“IT W.\S A LITTLE dream of 
mine," sh e said. ‘T wanted to develop 
an outlet for th e energies and talents 
of community women. We were all 
new residents; many of us were lone­ 
ly . We h ardly knew each oth er.” 
Th e second meeting drew 14 wom­ 


en, and with in a few month s, th e 
group of 35 was too large to be con­ 
tained comfortably in a h ome. Th e 
women moved to a large kitch en 
room at Einstein Elementary Sch ool, 
later to Dempster Junior High , wh ere 
it still convenes month ly . 
Now in its 17 th y ear, Way cinden 
Park Woman’s Club h as retained its 
local flavor, h as refused to give up its 
independence to become part of a 
larger organization. "It migh t take 
away from th e small town feeling,” 
said Dolores Hermansen, a past presi­ 
dent and member for 13 y ears. At one 
time its membersh ip soared to 100. 
BUT THE OUTSTANDING ch arac­ 
teristic about th e club is th at it likes 
— really enjoy s — giving away mon­ 
ey . Not just to any body , mind y ou. It 
ch annels its gifts according to th e per­ 
sonal interests and preferences of its 
members, wh o now number around 
50. And th e members follow th rough 
— th ey like to see wh ere th e money 
goes. 
“We do so much good for so many 
people,” said Dolores. "Th e^^ ph i­ 
lanth ropy report is a joy to h ear.” 
Take Clearbrook Sch ool, for in­ 
stance. Th e club furnish ed a room 
th ere, and th e same evening h eld its 
installation of officers in th at room so 
all th e members could see it. At Kirk 
Center, a group of members watch ed 
a demonstration of th e eq uipment 
th eir club h ad furnish ed. 


FOR THE ELDERLY residents of 
th e 
Graceland 
and 
Des 
Plaines 
Homes, members not only bring per­ 
sonal gifts and h oliday items, such as 
Easter baskets, but bring ch ildren to 
pass th em out, a never-fail way to 
bring smiles to passive faces. 
Because Way cinden Park is in 
Sch ool District 59, th e club furnish ed 
a projector, oil paintings, a gy m mat 
and as an innovation th is y ear, will 
give a $25 Good Samaritan award to 
an eigh th grade girl at Friendsh ip Ju­ 
nior High . Because th e teen-agers of 
Way cinden Park attend Forest View 
High Sch ool, th e club adds its Girls 
Sports Award to th e sch ool’s annual 
awards. 
“We sponsor a Little League team, 
too,” said Mrs. Hermansen. “Th ose 
little guy s came up with a first place 
troph y twice for us.”

Society , Paramedics, and Ch ildren’s 
Dental Clinic get a slice of th e club’s 
generosity , as does Mary ville Acade­ 
my and th e Edison Park Ch ildren’s 
h ome.

“Rath er th an being top dog and ex ­ 
ploitive, most men operate as ma- 
soch ists and are constantly involved 
in proving someth ing, and in self-de­ 
nial,” said Goldberg in a presentation 
on h is interprrtation of th e male ex pe­ 
rience in modern America. 


"Th ey do little th at feels good.” 


Goldberg, of th e psy ch ology depart­ 
ment at California State University at 
Los Angeles, t<rfd delegates to a con­ 
vention of anth ropological and arch ae­ 
ological organizations recently ^ 
"descriptions of a male as a ch auvin­ 


ist” 
are only "a surface inter­ 
pretation.” 


“THE 
m U E 
ROLE 
h as been 
grossly misinterpreted,” h e said. 
But now th ere is th is “power ex ­ 
ploitive st« wt>T)e” of th e Amerian 
man. Goldberg say s th e response of 
th is arch et>T>al man h as been "to 
stretch h imself even more to accom­ 
modate” women and to feel guilty 
about being ex ploitive. 
In h is view, th e q jale tries too h ard 
to live up to a "mach o” stereoty pe 
wh en, in fact, h e is "deeply and 
primitively dependent on th e woman 
in h is Ufe.” 
"Th e male is self-destructive and 
troubled with self-h ate, as from th e 
‘Little boy s are made of snakes and 
snails (rh y me),’ ” Goldberg contin­ 


ued. "He is th e victim of an actor- 
reactor sy ndrome with wnmen.” 


HE EXPLAINED th at women re­ 
main passive and wait for men to 
make both th e decisions and th e mis­ 
takes. As an ex ample, h e gave th is 
Interplay of a man taking a woman to 
dinner.

COFFEE AND cordiality are characteristic of the Waycinden Park 
W oman's Club; philanthropy is its main purpose. "It was a little dream 
of mine," says Dorothy Westman, its founder.

Waycinden Park, a neighborhood in 
Des Plaines, lies quietly between Al­ 
gonquin Road and Dempster Street, 
from Mount Prospect Road to as near 
to Route 83 as residences get. 
It is characterized by a fierce com­ 
munity loyalty, a small town flavor 
and a neighborhood pride that is un­ 
derscored by the Waycinden Park 
Home Owners Association and the 
Waycinden Park Woman’s Club, a 
flourishing group of determined wom­ 
en who accomplish minor miracles. 
Miracles like fashion shows for 650 
people. Or raising $3,000 a year for 
the fun of giving it away. 
But back to its humble beginnings 
that cold November afternoon in 1960. 
Dorothy Westman, then a new resi­ 
dent, had tried her best to round up a 
good number of neighborhood women. 
She had spread the word of her meet­ 
ing. had made sure member Jean 
Kolba published it in her Waycinden 
Wanderings column in the local pa- 
p e r . The results were so dis­ 
appointing. Only eight women showed 
up. 
“IT WAS A LITTLE dream of 
mine,” she said. “I wanted to develop 
an outlet for the energies and talents 
of community women. WTe were all 
new residents; many of us were lone­ 
ly. We hardly knew each other.” 
The second meeting drew 14 wom­ 


en, and within a few months, the 
group of 35 was too large to be con­ 
tained comfortably in a home. The 
women moved to a large kitchen 
room at Einstein Elementary School, 
later to Dempster Junior High, where 
it still convenes monthly. 
Now in its 17th year, Waycinden 
Park Woman s Club has retained its 
local flavor, has refused to give up its 
independence to become part of a 
larger organization. ‘‘It might take 
away from the small town feeling,” 
said Dolores Hermansen. a past presi­ 
dent and member for 13 years. At one 
time its membership soared to IOO. 
BLT THE OUTSTANDING charac­ 
teristic about the club is that it likes 
— really enjoys — giving away mon­ 
ey. Not just to anybody, mind you. It 
channels its gifts according to the per­ 
sonal interests and preferences of its 
members, who now number around 
50. And the members follow' through 
— they like to see where the money 
goes. 
‘ We do so much good for so many 
people,” said Dolores. 
“The phi­ 
lanthropy report is a joy to hear.” 
Take Clearbrook School, for in­ 
stance. The club furnished a room 
there, and the same evening held its 
installation of officers in that room so 
all the members could see it. At Kirk 
Center, a group of members watched 
a demonstration of the equipment 
their club had furnished. 


FOR THE ELDERLY residents of 
the 
Graceland 
and 
Des 
Plaines 
Homes, members not only bring per­ 
sonal gifts and holiday items, such as 
Easter baskets, but bring children to 
pass them out, a never-fail way to 
bring smiles to passive faces. 
Because Waycinden Park is in 
School District 59, the club furnished 
a projector, oil paintings, a gym mat 
and as an innovation this year, will 
give a $25 Good Samaritan award to 
an eighth grade girl at Friendship Ju­ 
nior High. Because the teen-agers of 
Waycinden Park attend Forest View 
High School, the club adds its Girls 
Sports Award to the school’s annual 
awards. 
“Wre sponsor a Little League team, 
too,” said Mrs. Hermansen. “Those 
little guys came up with a first place 
trophy twice for us.” 
THE 
DES 
PLAINES 
Historical 
Society, Paramedics, and Children’s 
Dental Clinic get a slice of the club's 
generosity, as does Maryville Acade­ 
my and the Edison Park Children's 
home. At Easter, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, club members take food 
baskets to as many as 17 needy fami­ 
lies. 
Other recipients are the O’Hare 
USO, the Neediest Kids Fund, the 
Pilot Guide Dog Foundation and the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society. 
The gifts come to $3,000 a year, a 
great portion of which is raised at the 


club’s annual fashion show in October, 
a big bash with so many gifts and 
prizes that three-fourths of the guests 
go home with something in their 
arms. 
Waycinden Park women are such 
neighborly people, welcoming new­ 
comers, visiting the sick, bringing food 
or babysitting when someone must go 
to the hospital. “It’s a close feeling.” 
said Dolores. “We don’t get too far 
from home base. We’re available for 
any disaster.” 


THE CLUB MEMBERSHIP repre­ 
sents a cross-section of women of all 
ages and interests. There are mo­ 
thers of pre-schoolers, of high school 
age kids, and of kids who have grown 
up and married. There are career 
women, too. One member, a past 
president 
with 
multiple 
sclerosis, 
comes in a motorized wheelchair. 
Pat Davidson is current president. 
Four of the original eight who attend­ 
ed that first meeting in 1961 still are 
active 
members: 
Helen 
Jakubek, 
Marge Carlson, Deena Roglin and 
Jean Haugeberg. 
Dorothy Westman, founder and past 
president, now lives in Schaumburg, 
but it gives her great pleasure to 
know that her “little dream” of pool­ 
ing the energies and talents of women 
in a single neighborhood is alive and 
still flourishing in Des Plaines’ Way­ 
cinden Park. 


Self-destructive stereotype 
Chauvinistic behavior only skin deep

Ifs superficial and wrong to look at 
the American male as a chauvinist, 
says university psychologist Herbert 
Goldberg. 
“Rather than being top dog and ex­ 
ploitive, most men operate as ma­ 
sochists and are constantly involved 
in proving something, and in self-de­ 
nial,” said Goldberg in a presentation 
on his interpretation of the male expe­ 
rience in modern America. 


“They do little that feels good.” 
Goldberg, of the psychology depart­ 
ment at California State University at 
Los Angeles, told delegates to a con­ 
vention of anthropological and archae­ 
ological organizations recently the 
“descriptions of a male as a chauvin­ 


ist” 
are only 
“a 
surface inter­ 
pretation.” 


“THE 
MALE 
ROLE 
has 
been 
grossly misinterpreted.” he said. 
But now there is this “power ex­ 
ploitive stereotype” of the Amerian 
man. Goldberg says the response of 
this archetypal man has been “to 
stretch himself even more to accom­ 
modate” women and to feel guilty 
about being exploitive. 
In his view, the male tries too hard 
to live up to a “macho” stereotype 
when, in fact, he is "deeply and 
primitively dependent on the woman 
in his life.” 
“The male is self-destructive and 
troubled with self-hate, as from the 
‘Little boys are made of snakes and 
snails (rhyme),’ ” Goldberg contin­ 


ued. “He is the victim of an actor- 
reactor syndrome with women.” 


HE EXPLAINED that women re­ 
main passive and wait for men to 
make both the decisions and the mis­ 
takes. As an example, he gave this 
Interplay of a man taking a woman to 
dinner.

Dear Mrs. B.S.S.: Your mistake was 
using lace for the hem on this fine 
knit.

Knits that are lightweight and fluid 
simply require machine stitching the 
hems. Stich about one-fourth inch 
from the fold of the hem and cut 
away the excess fabric.

Place another piece of paper under 
this area and separate the pattern 
about H inch, tapering to nothing at 
the armhole. 


Remark the center back seam, 
making it straight from the lower 
part of the shirt to the neckline (you 
will find the center back is slightly 
larger at the neckline).

For the neckline to fit the collar, 
you must take this exact amount out 
of the neckline in the form of a small 
dart in your pattern, tapering to noth­ 
ing about three inches below the neck­ 
line. 


The extra fabric you have added to 
the back of the pattern should allow it 
to fit over the stooped back and still 
fit the original pattern for the collar. 


Dear Eunice Farmer: I have just 
finished making a skirt that is almost 
straight, yet has a few gathers at the 


waistline. These gathers at the waist 
seem to make the skirt fit over my 
curves better than a skirt with darts. 
H o w e v e r , after I attached the 
waistband, the gathers billow up al­ 
most above the waistband. What 
should I do? —Mrs. A.B. 


Dear Mrs. AB.: This sounds like 
your waistband is too tight. 


You should always fit the waistband 
separately from the skirt — don’t go 
by the pattern measuremeirt, as you 
often need more room for tuck in 
blouses, etc. When cutting the waist­ 
band, measure your waist and add 
about two inches until the skirt has 
been fitted. 


If you do this, I think you will find 
the waistband fits nicely without 
stretching and the skirt will be beau­ 
tiful on you.

The doctor says 


Benefits of X rays 
outweigh the risks 


Recently my daughter had an X-ray of her heart, as doctors 
found a murmur. 


A friend of mine has since told me that X rays expose a person 
to the risk of chest and breast cancer. According to her the radi­ 
ation stays in the body for some time and within IO to 15 years I 
can expect the worst. She also says that an X ray of the sinuses 
causes cancer of the eyes. I can’t tell you how I feel. I guess she 
has scared me half to death. Could you comment on the danger in 
your column? 


Relax! Almost everyone gets X rays and certainly not everyone 
gets cancer. Your friend is a bilateral double-rotating alarmist and 
I would disregard her well meaning but ill-founded fears. 


We all are exposed to radiation every day. There is a certain 
level of background radiation in the soil and elsewhere that comes 
from solar radiation. 


The basic position of the American College of Radiology and the 
American Medical Association is that if there is a medical reason 
to do an X ray — as to determine the status of your daughter s 
heart — the danger of radiation is slight enough that it should not 
interfere with the practice of good medicine. Recently the Ameri­ 
can College of Radiology has decided that X rays of pregnant 
women, when needed, need not be postponed because of pregnancy 
or suspected pregnancy. 


I think you can be quite certain that the chest X ray your 
daughter had will not cause her any harm. 


You may be interested to know that some of the scare stories on 
radiation are based on calculations that may not apply to human 
risk for such procedures as chest X rays. The data may have 
overestimated the risk from diagnostic X rays as much as five to 
20 times the real risk. 


I am a 28-year-old mother of three children. Recently I lost 16 
pounds and do hope to keep it off. I would like a diet to stick with 
so I can eat properly each day. My doctor laid to stay around 
1.400 calories a day and I wouldn't gain back my weight loss. I do 
gain weight easily. 


Also, if I drink socially, how many calories should I stay with? I 
don’t eat very much when we are going out that evening. I usually 
have three drinks the entire evening but was curious. 


Although three children may keep you pretty busy, if you can 
program a nice walk into your daily routine it will help you keep 
your weight down. Being busy and frustrated with too much to do 
is not the same thing as healthy physical exercise that you need to 
use calories. 


I am sending you The Health Letter number 4-7, Weight Losing 
Diet, as you requested. You can use this plan as a basis for a 
regular diet for yourself. It contains about 1,200 calories and you 
can add to these basic foods whatever you like as long as you don't 
eat so much you start gaining weight again. Others who want this 
information can send 50 cents with a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it.

The several types of bay leaf have slightly different character­ 
istics and colors. Greek and Turkish leaves are slightly serrated 
along the edges, greenish-brown and of medium pungency. The 
California bay leaf is extremely pungent — two to three times 
more so than the European varieties, lf you’ve checked your lau­ 
rel with the good books about edible plants and those that are 
dangerous, there’s no reason you shouldn't go ahead. The moun­ 
tain laurel has the same name, but the whole plant is poisonous. 


Dear Dorothy: I’m experiencing an infestation of silverfish in 
the attic storage area. What’s the most efficient method of getting 
rid of them?—Robert J. Leverman 


Get rid of everything that contains starch or glue — such as 
boxes, books and so forth — and then spray with lindane, ronnel or 
malathion household spray.

Station manager Phil Boyer is filling in as techni­ 
cal director of the 5, 6 and IO p.m. newscasts. He 
carefully manipulates the buttons and switches on 
the master control board, coordinating film clips, 
visuals, namelines and commercials. 
IN THE NEWSROOM, Elizabeth Barks, editorial 
director, is filling in on the U-shaped copy desk, 
writing on-air copy from wire stories. She says she 
has had to learn to work in the midst of the noise 
and pandemonium that characterize any newsroom. 
She says she has a better understanding of the chal­ 
lenges her associates on the news-side of the busi­ 
ness face each day. 
Reporters, who usually go out and cover their sto­ 
ries and return to the station to write their own 
reports, are handling several other duties during the 
strike. “ It’s like those days when the school children 
are allowed to take over the city for a day and run 
things. There are a lot of people doing things they 
don't normally do, but everyone's learning and help­ 
ing out,” said reporter Bona Douglas. “ If anything, 
this strike is bringing a lot of us closer together.” 
Diane Preacely, a publicist, has been “promoted" 
to associate producer of the news and is making 20 
trips each day between the ninth-floor newsroom 
and 12th-floor studios with lists of identifying name­ 
lines and visuals that must be flashed onto the 
screen during the newscasts. 
MANY OF THE “new recruits” have plenty of 
news and production experience under their belts 
and are familiar with equipment and procedure. 
Film earner men, not members of the striking 
union, are honoring the picket lines and call in for 
their assignments. They have their film sent by mes­ 
senger into the newsroom.

hour work days, many television personnel admit 
they are not completely certain what will happen 
once they are on the air. A general air of confidence 
is sprinkled with uncertainty, and although the news­ 
casts come off fairly well, they are interspersed with 
a few* mistakes. 
THE WRONG VISUALS are flashed on the screen 
during a report, the wrong namelines are used to 
identify a person, film clips don’t run at the right 
time and the audio wavers. 
“Oh sure, there have been a few things. But, 
things are running pretty smoothly. We haven’t for­ 
gone anything because of the strike,” said Vinnie 
Burke, news assignment manager. The station has 
not utilized its minicams for videotape or live re­ 
ports on the street yet, “but, if the need arises, we 
are ready to use them.” 
Live programs such as “ A M. Chicago” and local 
shows like “ B.J.’s Gigglesnort Hotel,” are being pro­ 
duced as scheduled. 
But, the newscasts are what try men s souls. When 
the wrong film clip crops up behind an anchorman’s 
head, or an incorrect visual shows up across the face 
of a reporter, or a commercial ends and no one s 
quite ready to go back on the air, there is a moaning 
and groaning kind of “Oh, dam!” that goes out 
through the studios. 
WLS-TV EXECUTIVES say the situation can only 
improve and the first few’ days of a strike are the 
worst. But, the camaraderie, enthusiam and wel­ 
come change of pace that exists now’ may become 
nothing more than an exhausting task as weeks or 
even months of the strike go by. 
There is too much money at stake and a reputa­ 
tion to uphold despite the problems. The man was 
right when he said nothing can stop the money ma­ 
chine.

.Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica’s 1977 Yearb ook of Science and the 
B’uture to Scott Mcllvride, 12, of St. 
Catharines, Ontario, Canada, for his 
question: 
DOES A CENTIPEDE REALLY 
HAVE HM) FEET? 
Although most people call the centi­ 
pede the hundred-legged worm, most of 
them have only 15 pairs and several 
families even fewer. One variety, how­ 
ever, the long and slender type found in 
rotting logs, may possess 173 pairs of 
legs. The centipede’s nam e in the Latin, 
actually, means hundred-legged. 
Largest of the centipedes are the 
giants found on a sm all island off the 
coast of Trinidad in the West Indies. 
This type m easures 12 inches long and 
an inch wide. He can catch mice and 
lizards b ut lives mostly on larger trop­ 
ical insects. 
The centipede’s legs are attached at 
the sides of a flattened b ody. This a r­ 
rangem ent lets the anim al slip easily 
in and out of crevices while hunting. His 
victims are killed with venom from 
glands opening in the highly modified 
first pair of legs, which serve as jaws. 
The house centipede, found in house­ 
holds throughout the world, is com para­ 
tively harmless. His 15 pairs of b anded 
legs are so very long and slender that 
they must b e held in a b ent position. 
The b ody may b e two inches long and is 
usually light b rown with three dark 
lengthwise stripes. The creature, who is 
an arthropod, rarely will b ite a human. 
An occasional b ite is com parab le to a 
wasp’s sting. Best of all, the centipede 
cleans out lots of very undesirab le 
household insects. 
A num b er of varieties of the centi­ 
pede can b e seen at night b y their own 
light. W’e don’t know why some are 
luminescent, b ut this type can b e found 
in m any parts of Europe. They have 
very long, threadlike b odies. 
Centipedes move quickly. They reach 
out ahead with long antennae, and al­ 
ways seem to b e searching for insects, 
earthw orm s or other prey. 
A distant relative is the millipede, 
which means thousand-legged. This 
creature actually can have up to 200 
legs. He’s a harm less scavenger who 
eats decaying plant m aterial. 
In some parts of Polynesia, large 
centipedes are very highly esteem ed as 
an item of food for humans. People in 
the islands hold the creature b y its two 
ends and roast it over a small fire. They 
then chew the toasted middle portions 
— and rate it a dining delicacy. Who 
knows? The islanders prob ab ly turn up 
their noses when dffered chocolate candy.

Sacagawea and her French-Canadian 
husb and, Toussaint Charb onneau, b oth 
b ecam e guides for Lewis and Clark on 
their ex pedition to the Pacific in 18 05. 
She gave great assistance in dealing 
with the many trib es along the way 
through the mountain country where 
she had spent her childhood. Through­ 
out the ex pedition she carried her in­ 
fant son on her b ack. 
Some records show she died as a 
young woman in 18 12, b ut others indi­ 
cate that she lived to a ripe old age 
and died in 18 8 4.

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica’s 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Scott M cllvride. 12, of St. 
C atharines, Ontario, Canada, for his 
question: 
DOES A CENTIPEDE REALLY 
HAVE KHI FEET? 
Although most people call the centi­ 
pede the hundred-legged worm, most of 
them have only 15 pairs and several 
fam ilies even fewer. One variety, how­ 
ever, the long and slender type found in 
rotting logs, m ay possess 173 pairs of 
legs. The centipede’s nam e in the Latin, 
actually, m eans hundred-legged. 
L argest of the centipedes are the 
giants found on a sm all island off the 
coast of Trinidad in the West Indies. 
This type m easures 12 inches long and 
an inch wide. He can catch m ice and 
lizards hut lives mostly on larger trop­ 
ical insects. 
The centipede's legs are attached a t 
the sides of a flattened body. This a r­ 
rangem ent lets the anim al slip easily 
in and out of crevices while hunting. His 
victim s are killed with venom from 
glands opening in the highly modified 
first pair of legs, which serve as jaw s. 
The house centipede, found in house­ 
holds throughout the world, is com para­ 
tively harm less. His 15 pairs of banded 
legs are so very long and slender that 
they m ust be held in a bent position. 
The body m ay be two inches long and is 
usually light brown with three dark 
lengthwise stripes. The creature, who is 
an arthropod, rarely will bite a hum an. 
An occasional bite is com parable to a 
w asp s sting Best of all, the centipede 
cleans out lots of very undesirable 
household insects. 
A num ber of varieties of the centi­ 
pede can be seen at night by their own 
light. We don’t know why som e are 
lum inescent, but this type can be found 
in m any parts of Europe. They have 
very long, threadlike bodies. 
Centipedes move quickly. They reach 
out ahead with long antennae, and al­ 
w ays seem to be searching for insects, 
earthw orm s or other prey. 
A distant relative is the millipede, 
which m eans thousand-legged. 
This 
creature actually can have up to 200 
legs. He s a harm less scavenger who 
eats decaying plant m aterial. 
In som e parts of Polynesia, large 
centipedes are very highly esteem ed as 
an item of food for hum ans. People in 
the islands hold the creature by its two 
ends and roast it over a sm all fire. They 
then chew the toasted middle portions 
— and rate it a dining delicacy. Who 
knows? The islanders probably turn up 
their noses when offered chocolate candy. 
Andy sends a Denoyer-Geppert World 
Globe to Denise Eisenback, ll, of Jef­ 
ferson Town. Ky., for her question:

Sacagaw ea was an Am erican Indian 
girl who has a secure place in the history 
books in the story of the building of the 
W est. Born a Shoshone she w as taken 
by the Hidatsa tribe as a child. H er 
nam e m eans "bird w om an." 
Sacagawea and her French-Canadian 
husband, Toussaint Charbonneau. both 
becam e guides for Lewis and Clark on 
their expedition to the Pacific in 1805. 
She gave great assistance in dealing 
with the m any tribes along the w ay 
through the mountain country w here 
she had spent her childhood. Through­ 
out the expedition she carried her in­ 
fant son on her back. 
Some records show she died as a 
young woman in 1812, but others indi­ 
cate that she lived to a ripe old age 
and died in 1884.

“This all happen ed so fast. People are 
callin g me ‘sir’ who wou ldn ’t ev en re­ 
tu rn my phon e calls three weeks 
ago.” 
Page was Collin s’ person al choice to 
su cceed him as the an chorman for the 
largest radio n etwork in the world. 
Bu t Collin s, despon den t ov er the fact 
that he was su fferin g from a termin al 
illn ess, han ged himself a mon th ago 
an d Page was so<mi thru st in to the po­ 
sition u n der circu mstan ces that were 
try in g at best. 
“What I faced was what Sid faced 
when Eddie Sachs was killed in a 
race,” Page said, describin g his first 
time on the air du rin g the open in g of 
time trials when he eu logized Colin s. 
“You hav e to tell people abou t 
death. Some told me to record it. bu t 
I refu sed. I wan ted Sid to be prou d of 
il, wherev er he was listen in g.” 
PAGE’S INTEREST in the 500 
dates back to his childhood when he 
heard his first race in German y , 
where his father was station ed in the 
Army . As a teen , he ran away from 
home to go to the race. 
For the past three y ears, he’s been 
part of the race broadcast team, sta­ 
tion ed in the n orth pits. He thin ks his 
feelin g for the race will be the biggest 
n oticeable chan ge. 
“Sid brou ght a great dign ity to the 
race. He was v ery polite. Howev er, 
I’v e been ou t in the North 40, (the 
place where in field patron s park the 
n ight before the race) an d I’v e been 
in the Sn akepit (tu rn n u mber on e on 
the in field). I hope to relate to the 
fan s more.” 


Coilms an d Page were v ery close, 
so the death of Collin s, who’d been the 
Speedway Voice for 29 y ears, hit him 
especially hard. 


“HE HAD INDICATED to me for 
some time that he wan ted me to take 
ov er bu t I didn ’t believ e it wou ld hap­ 
pen . Bu t we didn ’t wan t him to qu it. 
With his illn ess we felt that if he gav e 
u p the race, he’s be giv in g u p ev ery - 
tin g.” 
“We kn ew that su icide was a real 
possibility an d my self an d an other 
frien d had been takin g tu rn s the past 
few weeks before his death, stay in g 
with Sid an d keepin g his spirits u p. It 
(Collin s’ disease) scared him to 
death.

‘Flying Chaplain’ rabbi dead at 69 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Rabbi Harold 
Gordon, executive vice president of 
the New York Board of Rabbis for the 
past 31 years, died Saturday night of 
a heart attack, it was announced Sun­ 
day. He was 69. 
A spolesman for the board, the larg­ 


est rabbinical organization in the 
world, said Gordon died in Lenox Hos­ 
pital about 9 p.m. 


Mayor Abraham Beame said in a 
statement, “Tbere are, of course, no 
words to adequately express my deep 
sorrow over the death of Rabbi Gor­ 


don, a distinguished New Yorker and 
devoted friend.” 
Gordon was known as the ‘‘flying 
chaplain” during World War II when 
he flew over 250,000 miles to conduct 
services at military bases while at­ 
tached to the North Atlantic Division 
of the Air Transport Command.

1,800 meet 
Carter on 
handicaps 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than 
1,800 people suffering from cancer, 
strokes, cerebral palsy and other dis­ 
abling conditions journey to Washing­ 
ton this week to hear from President 
Carter and highlight their problems 
for the public. 


Carter will speak to the group Mon­ 
day at the opening of a five-day White 
House Conference on Handicapped In­ 
dividuals. 


Some 900 able-bodied persons will 
join 1,800 handicapped individuals at 
the conference in what may be the 
largest meeting ever of disabled per­ 
sons. 


The aim of the conference is to 
create a public awareness of prob­ 
lems confronting the 35 million Ameri­ 
cans afflicted with physical and men­ 
tal disabilities. 


DISABLED 
DELEGATES, 
alter­ 
nates and observers represent more 
than 25 handicapping conditions in­ 
cluding cancer, stroke, spinal cord in­ 
jury, diabetes, cerebral palsy and 
“little person" — a condition which 
limits physical growth. 


To accommodate special needs of 
the handicapped persons, the hotel 
housing the conference spent more 
than $75,000 on wheelchair ramps, low 
telephones, wider bathroom stalls and 
sensitivity training for employes, a 
hotel official said. 


Jack Smith, a polio victim and ex­ 
ecutive director of the conference, 
said the gathering will not depend on 
“emotionalism.” 


Smith said he will tell the 800 voting 
delegates who draft recommendations 
to the President and Congress that “a 
new door is open” for handicapped 
persons but they must go through it 
warily. 


“THERE ARE some people just wait­ 
ing for you to stumble,” Smith said. 
“I can almost hear their words. “They 
want their rights, but they won’t ac­ 
cept their responsibilities’ 


Jobs and transportation will be ma­ 
jor conference issues. 


Among the delegates are disabled 
persons who recently picketed the 
White House and Health, Education 
and Welfare Sec. Joseph A. Califano 
Jr. 
The group also occupied a govern­ 
ment building in San Francisco for 25 
days before Califano signed a regu­ 
lation designed to ease the problems 
of handicapped persons as they move 
through society. 


Carter, who pledged “my adminis­ 
tration’s full cooperation and support” 
of the conference, said in a message, 
“I salute those who will participate in 
(the) deliberations and encourage oth­ 
er Americans to become actively in­ 
volved in the priority task of assisting 
handicapped people to achieve full 
equality and opportunity for self-ful­ 
fillment in our society.”
